“I know the Government answer 
will be that a great deal of moncy 
is saved to the Colony by the gaol 
printing works,” said Mr, Braga, “but 
1 cannot resist the temptation to add 
that the ting of a -linotype suc-.

skilled Inbour, I do not know 
whether. the gaol forulation ot 
present would provide the Jodour 
necessary for operating such a dc- 
Heate machine, but if the Government 
is contemplating outside labour for 
the purpose, then I think ‘it is a 
serlous arture from the policy 
hitherto adopted by the Government 
not to enter into competition with 
private enterprise.’ I think that the 
establishment of. (he prison printing 
shop was. mainly to find employment 
for (he long term prisoners.” 

Not Prisoners 

In answer to the Hon, Slr Henry 
Pollock, the Colonial Trensurer, 
(Hon, Mr. Edwin Taylor) sald there 
were two Ilnotype operators working 
In the gaol, but there. were three 
machines, The fourth machine was 
wanted so that more work could be 
turned out. The two operators were 
skliled mechanics and not prisoners, 

Hon. Mr. Braga: That is the point 
I would Ikke to make. If Govern- 
ment-pald industries have their own 
labour, such as is contemplated, then 
It qntera directly into competition 
with trade and Industry! We are 
driving into a policy of Communism 
which ‘Js the last policy advocated 
by members of this Committee, but 
the spirit is nevertheless there.

The German army has greatly 
pramoted the efficiency of dogs 
for messenger service. Canines 
trained after the new German 
method can carry messages be- 
tween two points without having 
to be led over the trail before. 
In addition the point to which 
the message is to be delivered 
may be moved at will, a thing 
which often becomes necessary 
under fighting conditions. 

A little “drop can” does the trick. 
Each of the two “messenger dog” 
soldicrs assigned to a dog 1s equipped 
with a small can from which a drop 
of a strongly smelling Ilquid is spill- 
ed every few yards, The scent of the 
Nquld is pecullar and does not exist 
in nature. Dogs can easily be trained 
to follow that scent. Thus when the 
two soldicrs are some distance spart, 
the dog can dellver his message from 
one ie the other by sticking to this 
scent, |. 

The new method is claimed to be 
far auperior to those hitherto em- 
ployed, The popular belict that 
dogs follow the scent of. their master 
is a‘myth, it is declared by ‘German 
experts.. All.dogs.do ig to follow a 
general “man-scent", If: dogs: meet 
a trail going in the same general 
direction os the one they have ori-- 
girnially béen put-on; but then goes off 
at a tangent, they are just os likely 
to follow the right as the wrong 
trail.. In fact they are more Mkely to 
follow the wrong trail {f the latter is 
more recent. | Thorough experiments 
hnve proved the correctness of this 
contention, it is claimed. 

Anotier method was to let the dog 
travel over a given stretch which it 
had _ travelled -at least once - before.

INCREASING DEMAND 

During the past two .years there 
has been an, increasing demand for 
Ice for comfort cooling. It will no 
doubt interest you to know that this 
business showed. an increase of over 
50 per cent. this year, Your Direc- 
tors realise that, although the return 
of profit on this kind of business must’ 
necessarily be small, there ore 
distinct possibilities in {ce for cooling 
purposes, At the moment only one 
theutré in Canton has been enter- 
prising enough to, provide ‘comfort 
cooling, but it is hoped that others 
wHl follow before long. 

When addressing you last yeur, I 
mentioned that the services of the 
Agent. had been dispensed with ‘and 
that we were operating our own 
selling orgonisation. I may sny that 
we have no réason to: regret this 
step, . 

The actual revenue on icc and cold 
storage exceeded Inst year's figure by 
$8,500. Had it not been for the 
slump In Canton currency, which 
lasted from March to July last, the 
Increase would have been jn the 
vicinity of $11,000. Unfortunately, 
as a result of the ‘slump, it was 
necessary to reduce prices over the 
period in question. Reference to the 
Profit and ‘Loss Account shows.that 
the batance~of - profit ~-on--working 
amounts to $18,334.45 ,as somparcd 
with $20,082.66 last year. I regret 
to say that increased charges for 
power more: than offset the increase 
in revenue. :

Two More Teasers .. 
if heard another very interesting 
point discussed by a group of 
referees last evening. The question 
was; In the event of a ball bursting 
in_the course of play in the penalty 
area, Immediately after which onc 
player strikes onother, should the 
referee order a penalty? —Answer- 
one: is inclined to 
say yes, but under rules that 
would ‘be incorrect. -His proper 
course of action {s to send the 
offending player off the ficld, and 
then order a bounce-up. The reason 
for this being that, the ball having 
burst, the game {s no longer in pro- 
gress. Similarly, if the ball just as 
it burst, was kicked over the touch- 
line, and immediately afterwards a 
player was guilty of misconduct In 
hls own penalty area, the referce’s 
duty is to deal with the. player and 
then order a throw-in when re-start- 
ing the game with o substitufe ball.
